Senator Gaylord Nelson, the junior senator from Wisconsin, had long been concerned about the deterio- 
rating environment in the United States. Then in January 1969, he and many others witnessed the rav- 
ages of a massive oil spill in Santa Barbara, California. Inspired by the student anti-war movement, Sen- 
ator Nelson wanted to infuse the energy of student anti-war protests with an emerging public con- 
sciousness about air and water pollution. Senator Nelson announced the idea for a teach-in on college 
campuses to the national media, and persuaded Pete McCloskey, a conservation-minded Republican 
Congressman, to serve as his co-chair. They recruited Denis Hayes, a young activist, to organize the 
campus teach-ins and they choose April 22, a weekday falling between Spring Break and Final Exams, to 
maximize the greatest student participation.
